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Marshal Gregory has, of course, pretended to
erumerate the dwelling-houses in the city at the
present time, but he bhas not as yet given his
figures to the public, and when he does they
will doubtless be found as grossly inaccurate as
the ennmeration of the Inhabitants. The latest
official statement of the number of dwelling-
houses in the city is that made to the Board of
Revision by the assessors in 1867, since which
time there has been no attempt made, by any
authority, to ascertain the precise number of
bouses in the city. But the monthly reports
of the number of building permits Issued ena-
ble us to ascertain with a fair degree of accn.
racy the actual number of dwelliag-houses in
the city at the time the recent enumeration of
inhabitants by the census takers was made.
The number of new dwellings erected between
July 1, 1860, and Jane 30, 1870, is shown in the
following table:—

The 15,188 new dwellings erected in the first
seven years of the decade, added to the 80 632
which were standing in 1860, give 102,770 as the
number standing in 1867; while, by the returns
of the assessors in the latter year the number
was 102 504. Only 266 buildings were therefore
abandoned as dwelling-houses during this
period, and If we make an allowance of two
hundred thus abandoned during the last three
years, the actual Increase in the unum-
ber of dwelling-houses In this city
during the past ten years is full 25,500, which.
added to the 89,632 standing in 1800, gives
115,132 as the number of dwelling-houses in the
city at the time the recent census was taken.
At the rate of 6:31 persons to each house, the
proportion according to the census of 18060, this
would give Philadelphia a population at pre-
sent of 720,483, instead of the 657,150 with
which we are credited by Marshal Gregory.

1860 of 100,954, or 28+46 per cent., which we |

On the basis of the white population alone,
the number of persons to a voter in 1860 was
660, while in 1868 it was reduced to 498 —a pro-
portion altogether too low to be lald entirely
to the door of fraud, The votes cast in 1860
and 1870 were notoriously so light that the pro-
portion given by these vears 18 of no moment
whatever.

surrounding objects; he third fell at 7 o'clock
Bunday morning, and the fourth at quarter past

seen or felt from middle New Hampshire to

as full reports about it reach us from all the
country vﬁlmcs. while not adozen people in this
city and nobody in any other saw IL, we are con-
strained to belleve that early rising 18 not a city
custom. Ita appearauce and effects are minutely
described by various correspondents. It was
apparently as large as the sun at his rising, and
springing from the Dipper, it descrived aa arc
from 75 degrees above the horizon. Its color is
described as that of iron at white heat, with
vivid vari-colored sciutilations, and leaving in
its wake s luminous train aboat three or foar
degrees in width, which remained for some ff-
teen seconds. Its brilllancy was eapeclally
astonishing, a8 the sun was someways above the
borizon. It exploded fvslly in o sharp detona-
tion, seattering it8 bLrillinnt fragments in all
directions, each of which also barst in rapid
successlon. Its smoke hung like a cloud for
several seconds more, emitting flashes of light,
and then gradually faded into air.
